MORE FURNACE OVENS ARE FIRED; 


OPEN MARKET REMAINS UNCHANGED. 


Frick Company Adds 700 Ovens to Its Producing Capacity and Two More Plants Go Into 


Commission in the Upper Regian—Iron and Steel Conditions 


Seem to Be Improving. 


Aggregate production and shipments 


from both regiojib showed little change 
at the close of the week. The total 
production fell off about 
,1,000 tons, 


while shipments were practically the 
same as the preceding week, varying 
only a few carp. 
The week closed 


with little of the ritanding coke having 
been mo\ed and this week opened with 
the same condition. 
Standing loads 


in both regions, outside of what stock 
is on the yards, stili amount to more 
than 1.000 cars and while the greater 
amount of this coke is owned by op- 
orators who are in tho spot coke price 
agreement, the condition continues to 
make the open market draggy. 


Outside of the open market, how- 


ever, general conditions in the 
le- 


gion are improving. The H. C. Frick 
Coke Company fired a greater total 
of additional ovens during the week 
than has been 
case with this con- 


cern for many months, showing an in- 
creasing demand for coke at the fur- 
naces of the leading steel interests of 
the country. The Frick company fired 
a total oi 700 ovens, these being scat- 
tered throughout its plants in 
both 


regions. At all Prick plants the run- 
ning time remained five days.

In nmny 
mines an entirely too high voltage is 
carried, a voltage that is needlessly 
high. A voltage of 250 is enough for

point the danger of men in the mine 
being1 electrocuted by comin^mto con- 
tact with wires or currents Is minim- 
ized and almost dout away with. 


"Beyond any or all laws that may be 


passed, the chief point is to see that 
present laws are proporiy ajid intelli- 
gently enforced a'nd furthermore mine 
managers should endeavor to elimin- 
ate the numerous small accidents and 
fatalities. 
Carelessness is the cause 


ot many disasters and care to avo.d 
small troubles will lead to better re- 
sults all along the line. Speaking for 
the operators, we want to do all we 
can to safeguard our men. The oper- 
ators in the ConneUsville region have 
foe years used safety lamps without 
regard to the law as they found from 
experience that the safety lamp was 
the best under the conditions in this 
region."
